USE STATISTICS 
IN CRIME WAR 


Hopi* Underlying Causes Will 
Be Brought Into 
Open. 


Washington (AP).—For the first 
time the government Is obtaining a 
complete statistical picture of the 
crime situation in the United States, 
From Walla, Walla. Washington, 
to Miami Beach, Florida, Uncle Sam 
is keeping the searchlight on law­ 
lessness. 
The bureau of investigation of the 
department of justice, under the 
leadership of its young chief, J. 
Edgar Hoover, has inaugurated an 
entirely new 
activity—the collec­ 
tion and study of nation-wide sta­ 
tistics on law violation. 
The gathering of these statistics 
was authorized by act of congress 
last June with a view to furthering 
concerted action against crime. 
Ascertain Causes 
With this information it is hoped 
ultimately to diagnose the “crime 
wave" affliction, ascertain some of 
the outstanding causes and formu­ 
late prescriptions for its control. 
“I regard the new crime statistics 
program of great importance to 
law enforcement.”

TWENTY” YEARS AGO 
Father Corby's Monument Unveil - 
cd. at Gettysburg 
was again the 
mecca of a distinguished crowd of 
people the latter part of last week, 
including some of the most prom­ 
inent Catholic clergymen of this 
country, the occasion being the ded­ 
ication of the statue of Rev. Father 
Corby, chaplain of the famous Irish 
Brigade, who pronounced absolution 
to that gallant organization just 
before their charge across the fields 
directly in front of the monument. 
On Friday evening a camp fire 
was held In Xavier Hall, which was 
well attended 
The meeting open­ 
ed with the singing of "We re Tent­ 
ing Tonight on 
the Old Camp 
Ground,” by the scholars of the pa­ 
rochial school. Miss Mary Ramer 
presided at the piano. 
Rev. Father Hayes, rector of St. 
Francis Xavier church, then pre­ 
sented Rev. Father Elliott, a noted 
divine, who was a member of the 
5th Ohio Regiment, and fought in 
the battle of Gettysburg. He made 
an elegant address, referring in 
glowing terms to Father Corby. Gen­ 
eral Daniel E. Sickles 
and 
other 
prominent men in the battle, not 
forgetting to give proper credit due 
the men in the 
ranks 
for 
their 
bravery. He also described bravery 
as shown by the Confederate men. 
At this point the Citizens band, 
which furnished music for the oc­ 
casion and for the dedication, ren­ 
dered several selections. 
Rev. John Cavanaugh, C. S. C., 
President of Notre Dame Universi­ 
ty, the best speaker of the evening, 
was introduced, who also spoke in 
tile highest terms of Father Corby. 
He spoke principally of the work 
the Catholic church Is doing in 
America, especially along the line of 
education. 
He also referred to the 
stand taken by the church as re­ 
gards divorce. 
On Saturday morning at 10:30 the 
church was filled to its utmost ca­ 
pacity at a solemn high mass 
The 
sermon was preached by Right Rev. 
Monsignor James P Turner D. D., 
celebrant; Rev. T. W. Hayes, rector; 
Rev. John Cavanaugh.

President of Notre Dame University. 
Deacon; Rev William 8 Singleton. 
Subdeacon, and Rev. Mark Stock. 
Master of Ceremonies. Dinner was 
served between the close of mass 
and the dedication. 
The dedication was a very quiet 
and unassuming affair, there being 
na parade, and nothing but the 
ringing of the bell for mass signi­ 
fied tnat anything out of the ordi­ 
nary was transpiring 
At 2 o'clock, in a stiff western gale, 
the statue of Father Corby was un­ 
veiled by Miss Bernadette Dally, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Henry A. 
M Daily. President of the Catholic 
Alumni Society of Philadelphia, who 
turned the monument over to the 
National Park Commission. 
Walter George Smith of Philadel­ 
phia. presided over the exercises and 
the principal address was made by 
Rev Charles Lyons, S. J . President 
of St. Joseph’s College. Philadelphia. 
The statue if of bronze, life size, 
and occupies the same rock on which 
Father Corby stood, when pronounc- 
the absolution, prior to the charge.

Too m any 
vehicle 
owners 
postpone tire 
purchases 
until the 
tread of those in use 
are entirely 
gone, and only a paper-thin layer of 
m aterial protects the 
inner 
tube. 
Economy resulting from the use of 
bad rubber is misplaced and foolish. 
“It is unreasonable to delay pur­ 
chasing a tire, no 
m atter 
what it 
costs, when using a bad one may 
run up huge bills for undertaker or 
hospital service, and mechanical re­ 
pairs. 
I understand an effort will 
be made to induce the 1931 Legisla­ 
ture to require th a t good rubber be 
used on motor vehicles, but if that 
body falls to act the legislation will 
not long be delayed.”

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MAGGOTS SEEN 
AS AID TO MAN 


Former 
Army 
Surgeon 
Is 
Authority For Newest 
Discovery. 


Baltimore 
(AP* — Science 
has 
found a new and lowly ally inutile 
war on disease virtually infallible 
within its field. 
The grub—or maggot—of the blue 
battle fly has been tested for sev­ 
eral yeais in treating difficult cases 
of deep-seated infections of the 
bone. 
The larvae fail only in one 
adult case in five and there is no 
record of failure in the case of a 
child sufferer. 
The figures are those of Dr. Wil­ 
liam S. Baer, of Johns Hopkins 
medical school, the orthopedic sur­ 
geon who as a surgeon with the 
American Expeditionary forces in 
France made the rediscovery, for­ 
gotten since ancient 
Greece 
and 
Rome, that a maggot may be an 
agency of life as well as death. 
Doctor Baer has used this method 
on 300 patients in the last two 
years, he said. 
Veterans Hope 
, 
In this method lies hope for hun­ 
dreds of World War veterans still 
suffering from wounds sustained in 
1917 and 1918 
Mount Aldo. vet­ 
erans’ hospital at Washington, it 
to be made a training center for 
Veterans’ Bureau hospital 
physi­ 
cians learning the Barr method of 
treating the dangerous bone dis­ 
ease. osteomyelitis. 
The original theory was that the 
larvae eat up the dead tissue about 
the wound and the bacteria, which 
cannot be reached in many 
in­ 
stances by medicinal agents, die 
from lack of sustenance. But Doc­ 
tor Baer said he believes now there 
may be a specific reaction between 
the serum of the body and the mag­ 
got itself. What the reaction is re­ 
mains to be discovered. 
Out Seven Days 
Doctor Baer told how his experi­ 
ences as an army surgeon started 
him on his 
investigations. 
Two 
men were brought in to an A. E. F 
dressing station in France who had 
been lying in no man's land for 
seven days. 
They suffered 
from 
compound fractures of the thigh 
bone, and the wounds were found 
covered with maggots. 
The men 
were hungry, but without infection 
In the hands of the best surgeons 
the mortality for compound frac­ 
ture of the thigh bone was 80 per 
cent, Doctor Baer knew. But in the 
hands of the maggots the mortality 
was nothing. 
For years he puzzled over the 
<;ases of 
the soldiers, especially 
while treating children suffering 
from 
osteomyelitis. 
Finally 
he 
tried the effects of maggots on some 
of the most difficult cases. 
In six 
weeks the children were entirely 
well, he said.
